(d) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(e) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(f) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(g) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(h) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

Content of Specification

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 

specification as submitted does not follow the appropriate format. It appears the 

specification is merely a narrative of the idea to record and edit a video tape of a 

baseball game. A substitute specification and a marked up copy showing the changes 

are required if the applicant decides to continue prosecution. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1 .71 (a)-(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the 
manner and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, 
and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or 
discovery appertains, or with which it is most neatly connected, to make and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a patent is solicited, in such 
manner as to distinguish it from other inventions and from what is old, It must describe completely a 
specific embodiment of the process, machine, manufacture, composition of matter or improvement 
invented, and must explain the mode of operation or principle whenever applicable. The best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention must be set forth. 
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(c) In the case of an improvement, the specification must particularity point out the part or parts of 
the process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter to which the improvement relates, and 
the description should be confined to the specific improvement and to such parts as necessarily 
cooperate with it or as may be necessary to a complete understanding or description of it. 



The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 because the application fails 
to adequately teach how to make and/or use the invention.

apparatus should be disclosed in a clear and concise way which would 
permit one skilled in the art to make the instant invention without undue 
experimentation. The application broadly describes the invention but not in a clear and 
concise manner. It is not clear from the specification what the invention is or what the 
metes and bounds of the invention are. The specification appears to merely claim the 
method of editing sports games which is considered old. Further explanation of the 
instant invention is required if the applicant decides to continue prosecution. 



Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 USC, 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention, the terms "in turn, plus other action that ensures ", 
"to leave only" ."plus any action ensuing", and "edited recorded game" are unclear and 
renders the claim indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 5: The term "omitting all pitches that do not result" is unclear and 
renders the claim indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 6: The term "about 15 minutes" is unclear and renders the claim 
indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 7: The term "only a specific portion" is unclear and renders the claim 
indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 8: The term "delivering the recorded game to subscribers over the 
Internet" is unclear and renders the claim indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 9: The term "distributing the recorded game" is unclear and renders 
the claim indefinite and vague. 

As to claim 10: The term "leaves in narrative material to explain substitution of 
players" is unclear and renders the claim indefinite and vague. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 4-10 do not produce a useful, concrete, 
tangible result nor is it found to be in the technological arts. The invention as disclosed 
and claimed does not promote the progress of the technological arts. The claim 
language is not concrete because there is no assurance that the resultant game will 
include the "important" portions. The claim language also merely puts forth subject 
matter related to the visual arts and therefore does not fall within the "technological arts" 
as defined by the courts. Accordingly claims 4-10 do not define statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

VideoOccasions. VideoOccasions discloses that it is old to record and edit sport events. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 

to have edited the video to reflect what the editor wished to record based on personal 

preferences. The instant invention claims editing of a film medium which is old.
